TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT 

MARCH  13,  2001 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Easton  in  the  County  of  Grafton,  qualified  to  vote  in 
town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  on  Tuesday,  March  13, 
2001.  Polls  will  be  open  from  3:00  to  6:00  PM  for  ballot  voting  on  Articles  1  through  5. 
The  Town's  annual  business  meeting  will  follow  at  7:00  PM.  To  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  (ballot  vote). 

ARTICLE  2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  an  Amendment  to  the  Easton 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board,  as  follows: 

Article  6,  FUTURE  USES  Section  601  A,  4. 

Delete  the  words,  "No  construction  shall  be  undertaken  until  a  plan  is  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  a  building  permit  issued.  Construction  of  an 
accessory  use  structure" 

and  in  their  place  write  "Accessory  use  structures"  .... 

The  reason  for  the  change  is  that  the  sentence  "No  construction  shall  be  undertaken" 

is  already  in  the  introduction,  so  is  redundant  here.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  adoption 
of  this  article.) 

ARTICLE  3.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  an  Amendment  to  the  Easton 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board,  as  follows: 

Insert  a  new  Section  603  as  follows: 

Article  6,  New  603 

The  purpose  of  this  provision  is  to  protect  the  public  health,  safety  and  general 
welfare  by  controlling  and  guiding  the  use  of  land  in  the  area  generally  suitable 
for  residential  and  agricultural  use. 

1.  This  District  shall  include  all  of  the  land  shown  on  Maps  One  (1)  through  Seven 
(7)  of  the  Easton  Property  Maps  dated  1980,  revised  April  1,  2001. 

2.  All  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  601  and  602  of  this  Article  shall  apply. 

3.  Where  the  Residential/ Agricultural  District  is  overlaid  by  another  zoning  district, 
the  more  restrictive  regulations  shall  apply. 

And  renumber  the  Sections  that  follow,  and  their  corresponding  sub-sections: 
change  603  to  604, 
change  604  to  605, 
change  605  to  606. 
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This  amendment  is  proposed  to  ensure  that  the  Ordinances  reflect  the  wishes  of  the 
residents  as  stated  in  Easton's  Master  Plan.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  adoption  of  this 
article.) 

ARTICLE  4.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  an  Amendment  to  the  Easton 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board,  as  follows: 

Article  8,  General  Regulations  Section  807.  Removal. 

Add  the  italicized  words  so  that  the  section  reads 

"Removal  of  fill,  gravel,  stone  or  loam  for  commercial  purposes  shall  be  permitted 

in  a  non-Residential/Agricultural  District,  provided  that  ...." 

This  amendment  is  necessary  for  consistency  if  the  Residential/Agricultural  District 
amendment  is  adopted.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  adoption  of  this  article.) 

ARTICLE  5.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  an  Amendment  to  the  Easton 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board,  as  follows: 

Article  8,  General  Regulations  Section  804,  Illuminations 

Delete  the  words 

"Flashing  signs  are  prohibited  and  no  sign  or  structure  shall  be  illuminated  in  a 

manner  which  causes  distraction,  confusion  or  hazard  to  vehicular  traffic" 

And  in  their  place  write: 

1 .  Exterior  lighting  shall  be  so  arranged  and  shielded  as  to  prevent  direct  glare  from 
the  light  source  onto  any  public  street  or  onto  other  property. 

2.  Flashing  signs  are  prohibited. 

The  proposed  working  includes  all  exterior  lighting.  It  is  in  response  to  resident  concern, 
and  to  state  and  national  discussions  about  ways  in  which  small  towns  and  rural  areas  are 
impacted  by  rapid  growth,  one  of  which  is  the  impending  loss  of  our  "dark  skies". 
(The  Selectmen  recommend  adoption  of  this  article.) 

ARTICLE  6.  Bond  Issue  for  Town  Office  Building 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $120,000  for  the 
construction  and  equipping  of  a  new  Town  Office  building  and  for  the  remodeling  of  the 
original  town  hall  as  necessary  in  conjunction  with  the  new  building,  and  to  authorize  the 
issuance  of  not  more  that  $  1 20,000  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  33)  and  to  authorize  the  municipal  officials  to  issue  and 
negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes,  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon;  and 
furthermore,  to  appoint  the  Selectmen  as  agents  to  administer  and  expend  this  fund.  A 
2/3-cast  vote  is  required  for  this  article.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  adoption  of  this 
article). 

ARTICLE  7.  Town  Operating  Budget 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 1 1,121.00  for  general 
Town  operations  as  follows:

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  placed  in 
the  Capital  Equipment  Reserve  Fund  for  equipment  acquisition  and  replacement  for  the 
Easton  Fire  Department.

ARTICLE  10.  Resurfacing/Repairing  and  Tree  Trimming  of  Town  Roads. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  ($6,000.00)  to  continue  the  program 

of  resurfacing  and  repairing  Town  roads. 

(The  Selectmen  recommend  adoption  of  this  article). 


ARTICLE  11.  Town  Hall  Generator. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  a  Town 
Hall  Generator.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  adoption  of  this  article). 

ARTICLE  12.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Cooley  Hill  Road  as  a  town 
road,  pending  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

(The  Selectmen  do  not  recommend  adoption  of  this  article). 

ARTICLE  11.    To  act  upon  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Our  Board  is  responsible  for  conducting  the  business  of  the  Town.  We  regularly 
review  and  approve  requests  for  building  permits,  rule  on  requests  for  property 
reappraisals,  respond  to  noise  complaints,  most  notably  caused  by  early-morning  logging 
operations,  and  enforce  our  Zoning  and  Subdivision  ordinances.  We  are  pleased  to  report 
that  during  the  past  year,  we  have  been  able  to  work  constructively  with  all  affected 
parties  to  resolve  the  numerous  problems  that  have  arisen  without  having  to  take  legal 
action.  Some  of  the  items  and  events  of  the  past  year  of  particular  note  to  our  residents 
are  described  below: 

Town  Hall  renovation  and  construction  for  new  offices:  We  continue  to  believe 
that  centralizing  Town  offices  in  the  Town  Hall,  rather  than  locating  them  within  the 
homes  of  the  actual  Town  office  holders  themselves,  will  help  to  attract  more  people 
willing  to  serve  in  Town  government.  We  continue  to  support  the  work  of  the  Capital 
Planning  Program  Committee  in  its  plans  for  renovating  the  Town  Hall  and  for 
constructing  an  addition  to  it  for  Town  Offices.  We  support  the  proposed  financing  of 
this  work  by  issuing  a  long-term  bond,  so  that  the  cost  would  be  amortized  over  the 
expected  life  of  the  addition,  and  shared  by  future,  as  well  as  present  taxpayers. 

New  computer  and  printer:  We  purchased  a  new  desktop  computer  and  high- 
speed laser  printer  for  our  Town  Clerk,  after  her  old  computer  broke  down  and  was 
judged  not  worth  repairing.  Using  this  new  computer  and  printer,  our  Town  Clerk  can 
now  perform  her  many  administrative  tasks  with  greater  productivity  and  with  less 
frustration. 

Request  to  operate  a  gravel  pit  withdrawn:  A  large  land  parcel  on  Easton  Valley 
Road  in  the  center  of  our  Town  had  been  purchased,  ostensibly  for  logging  purposes,  and 
then  for  building  several  homes.  After  the  logging  had  been  completed,  the  new  owners 
then  filed  an  intent  to  excavate  gravel.  (Our  present  Zoning  Ordinance  permits 
commercial  excavation  throughout  the  Town,  except  within  certain  special  districts,  one 
of  which  is  an  aquifer  protection  district,  where  excavation  is  a  use  permitted  by  Special 
Exception.) 

Our  Planning  Board  determined  that  the  site  for  the  intended  gravel  pit  lay  within 
an  aquifer  protection  district.  The  new  owners  then  petitioned  our  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  for  a  Special  Exception.  After  several  well-attended  and  contentious  ZBA 
hearings  on  this  Special  Exception  request,  the  landowners  unexpectedly  withdrew  their 
Special  Exception  request,  and  have  since  put  this  property  up  for  sale. 

We  commend  our  Planning  Board  for  their  meticulous  research,  which  showed 
incontestably  that  the  site  for  the  proposed  gravel  pit  lay  within  an  aquifer  protection 
district.  This  experience  demonstrates  the  importance  of  the  Town  having  a  Master  Plan 
that  accurately  reflects  the  values  of  the  residents,  and  a  Zoning  Ordinance  that  supports 
these  values.  (At  Town  Meeting,  our  Planning  Board  will  offer  two  amendments  to  our 
Zoning  Ordinance,  which  propose  to  change  the  areas  within  the  Town  in  which 
commercial  excavation  will  be  a  permitted  activity.) 

Sugar  Hill  Road  improvement  program:  Sugar  Hill  Road,  an  important  intra- 
town  connector,  has  fallen  over  the  years  into  a  state  of  great  disrepair.  We  held  a  public 


meeting  to  consider  repair  and  maintenance  alternatives  to  Sugar  Hill  Road  proposed  by 
the  NH  Department  of  Transportation.  All  owners  of  property  abutting  this  road  were 
individually  notified,  and  this  meeting  was  well  attended  and  very  successful.  There  was 
near-unanimous  agreement  between  NHDOT  and  the  road  abutters  regarding  the 
finalized  plans  for  road  repair  and  maintenance  to  be  implemented  by  NHDOT.  These 
plans  are  summarized  as  follows: 

1 .  Reditch  on  each  side  of  road  where  required  and  clean  out  and  replace  culverts, 
where  required,  in  order,  to  improve  drainage. 

2.  Remove  existing  road  pavement,  construct  a  proper  new  roadbed,  and  then 
repave  road  to  a  width  of  18  ft.,  rather  than  a  full  20-ft.,  in  order  to  retain  the 
scenic  and  rural  character  of  the  road. 

3.  Start  and  complete  work  as  soon  as  possible,  consistent  with  funding  and 
scheduling  constraints,  rather  than  phase  the  work  over  several  years. 

Easton  Fire  Department  lO"^  anniversary  celebration  and  new  tanker  truck 
dedication:  Year  2000  marked  the  lO"^  anniversary  of  the  Easton  Volunteer  Fire 
Department,  and  this  was  celebrated  at  the  Fire  Station  in  October.  In  order  to  get  a  large 
turnout  for  this  event,  we  individually  notified  all  residents  and  out-of-town  property 
owners.  At  this  celebration,  a  "new"  water  tanker  truck  was  dedicated  also.  The  truck 
chassis  and  tank  for  this  tanker  had  been  donated  to  the  Fire  Department,  and  Deputy  Fire 
Chief  Art  Rainville  and  Fire  Chief  "Butch"  Casey,  assisted  by  the  Easton  Firefighters,  put 
in  hundreds  of  hours  of  volunteer  labor  to  painstakingly  transform  these  cast-offs  into  a 
gleaming  "new"  water  tanker  truck,  at  virtually  no  cost  to  the  Town.  (The  market  value 
of  this  restored  tanker  truck  is  roughly  $70,000.) 

At  this  celebration,  we  presented  plaques  of  appreciation,  a  Certificate  of 
Commendation  from  Governor  Jeanne  Shaheen,  and  a  Letter  of  Recognition  from 
Executive  Councilor  Ray  Burton  to  Art  and  Butch,  recognizing  them  for  their  work  in 
restoring  the  "new"  tanker  truck.  We  applaud  the  work  of  Butch,  Art,  and  our  volunteer 
Firefighters  in  our  behalf.  The  Town  is  well  served  by  the  competence,  hard  work  and 
dedication  of  our  Easton  Firefighters. 

GPS  Town  Mapping:  We  have  made  arrangements  with  the  NH  Bureau  of 
Emergency  Communications  to  be  scheduled  for  town-wide  mapping  using  the  new  and 
highly  accurate  satellite-based  Global  Positioning  System.  This  service  is  being  offered 
to  all  New  Hampshire  municipalities  at  no  direct  cost  to  them.  The  purpose  of  this 
mapping  is  to  provide  enhanced  911  emergency  communications  and  fast  emergency 
response  capability  for  the  Town. 

Centralized  bill  payment  policy:  At  the  recommendation  of  our  Town  Auditor, 
and  in  order  to  make  our  accounting  practices  conform  to  those  recommended  by  New 
Hampshire  statute,  we  have  requested  all  Town  departments  to  close  out  their  own 
independent  department  checking  accounts,  and  to  now  submit  their  approved  bills  for 
payment  directly  to  our  Town  Treasurer,  rather  than  pay  them  themselves. 

Some  issues  to  be  addressed  during  the  ensuing  year: 

Digitizing  Town  Tax  Maps:  It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  for  our  Town 
Tax  Mapping  services  provider  to  find  draftsmen  with  the  skills  to  manually  update  our 
Town  Tax  Maps  using  paper  and  pen  methods.   It  now  seems  desirable  to  get  our  Town 
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Tax  Maps  changed  over  into  a  digital  form,  which  could  be  handled  more  effectively 
using  computer  technology. 

Street  signs:  It  would  seem  very  useful  to  have  attractive  standardized  street  signs 
for  all  Town  and  private  roads,  in  order  to  assist  emergency  and  delivery  service  people 
in  finding  their  way  around  Town.  (These  street  signs,  which  would  conform,  to  the 
standards  mandated  by  the  Federal  Highway  Administration,  would  be  mounted  using 
tamper-proof  hardware,  to  prevent  theft.) 

Town  Revaluation:  A  warrant  article  proposing  this  was  defeated  at  the  2000 
Town  Meeting.  However,  we  continue  to  receive  well-substantiated  requests  from 
property  owners  for  tax  abatements.  These  requests  suggest  that  there  are  many 
inequities  in  individual  property  tax  assessments,  and  that  a  Town  Revaluation  should  be 
done,  in  the  interest  of  fairness  to  all  property  taxpayers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EASTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  2000  was  a  year  that  brought  happiness  and  some  sadness  for  the  Easton 
Fire  Department.  We  mourned  the  loss  of  our  Brother  and  Captain,  Tom  Rimoshytus, 
who  died  unexpectedly  this  year.  Tom  was  a  valuable  Member  of  this  Department  who 
spent  many  hours  training  other  Members  how  to  fight  fire  and  how  to  provide  water  at 
the  fire  scene.  Tom  was  a  dedicated  Firefighter  and  a  great  friend  who  will  be  missed 
greatly  by  all  those  whose  lives  he  touched. 

2000  marked  the  Ten  Year  Anniversary  of  the  Department  and  it's  service  to  the 
residents  of  the  Town.  A  joyous  celebration  was  held  in  October  of  2000  marking  Ten 
Years  of  Service  to  the  Town.  Many  residents  and  friends  of  the  Town  of  Easton  turned 
out  for  this  celebration.  In  addition  to  this  celebration,  we  celebrated  the  Dedication  of 
our  new  tank  truck.  This  truck  was  constructed  with  literally  hundreds  of  hours  of 
volunteered  labor  and  many  donations  from  every  comer  of  our  Community.  A  very 
special  thank  you  was  given  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  Chief  Casey  and  Art  Rainville 
for  their  time  and  dedication  in  their  tireless  effort  to  complete  the  new  tanker.  Many 
other  firefighters  and  friends  also  spent  long  hours  helping  to  build  the  new  tank  truck. 
The  truck  was  placed  in  service  and  dedicated  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Easton. 

Easton  Fire  Department  responded  to  21  Calls  in  2000.  Six  (6)  of  these  Calls  were 
within  the  Town  of  Easton  and  are  broken  down  as  follows:

Alarm  Activations  2  Mutual  Aid  to  other  Towns       15 

Motor  Vehicle  Accidents    1 

Easton  Firefighters  fought  three  structure  fires  in  the  Town  of  Lincoln  this  year. 
Easton  Firefighters  were  among  the  first  firefighters  on  the  scene  of  the  fires  at  the 
Common  Man  Restaurant  and  the  Nordic  Inn.  Both  of  these  fires  were  the  result  of 
arson.  Easton  Firefighters  were  commended  by  the  Town  of  Lincoln  for  doing  an 
excellent  job  fighting  fire  and  supplying  water.  This  arena  provided  excellent  training  for 
all  the  firefighters  present  and  showed  the  tremendous  dedication  that  every  firefighter 
from  Easton  has  in  doing  the  most  professional  job  possible.  This  arena  also  showed  how 
valuable  it  is  to  train  with  other  Towns  during  non-critical  times  so  that  things  will  run 
smoothly  and  efficiently  when  fighting  actual  fires. 

Fire  Prevention  Week  was  executed  in  the  local  daycare  facilities.  A  greater 
understanding  of  fire  and  how  to  prevent  fire  was  bestowed  upon  the  youngsters.  Each 
year,  the  children  enjoy  the  presentation  that  the  Firefighters  put  on.  This  is  a  valuable 
asset  to  the  community  and  the  safety  of  our  children. 

We,  the  Easton  Firefighters,  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  each  and 
every  resident  for  his  or  her  support  over  the  past  year  and  in  past  years.  2000  was  a 
good  year  and  we  look  forward  to  the  year  2001  and  stand  ready  to  provide  the  best 
possible  fire  service  to  our  community.  We  will  be  there  when  you  need  us,  and  we  will 
answer  the  alarm  with  even  greater  fervor  and  dedication.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


There  are  2,200  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the  state.  Each 
town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with 
forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  law  enforcement.  The  number  of  fires  reported  during  the 
2000  fire  season  was  below  average  as  referenced  in  the  statistics  below.  Despite  this,  our  network 
of  fire  towers  and  detection  patrols  were  still  quite  busy  with  the  fire  towers  being  first  to  report 
over  135  fires.  These  fires  were  quickly  and  accurately  reported  to  the  local  fire  department  for 
their  prompt  and  effective  suppression  efforts.  Wildland  fixes  occurring  in  areas  where  homes  are 
situated  in  the  woodlands  are  a  serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and  firefighters.  Homeowners 
can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  them  and  making  sure 
that  houses  are  properly  identified  with  street  numbers.  Please  contact  the  Forest  Protection  Bureau 
to  request  a  brochure  to  assist  you  in  assessing  fire  safety  around  your  home  and  woodlands. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  your  local 
Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning. 
Fire  permits  are  required  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  grounds  is  completely  covered  with  snow 
where  the  burning  will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other 
burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000 
and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands, 
Forest  Protection  Bureau.  Forest  Rangers  have  investigated  numerous  complaints  regarding 
violations  of  the  timber  harvest  and  fire  laws,  and  taken  enforcement  action  to  ensure  compliance. 
If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timer  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271- 
2217,  or  for  general  information  visit  our  website  at  www.dred.state.nh.us. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fhe  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract  aircraft 
patrols.  This  early  detection  system  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local 
fire  departments.  These  factors  are  critical  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires,  keeping  the  loss 
of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.  Due  to  permitting  and  fire  safety  concerns, 
please  contact  your  local  fire  department  BEFORE  using  portable  outdoor  fire  places  and  vessels, 
including  those  constructed  of  clay,  concrete  or  wire  mesh. 

Please  contact  your  local  fure  department  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT'S  REPORT 

Activity  during  the  past  year  was  about  the  same  as  last  year  with  the  Department 
answering  calls  for  accidents,  locating  individuals,  checking  suspicious  vehicles  and 
individuals,  checking  welfare,  answering  requests  for  service  from  other  agencies, 
checking  on  gunshots,  answering  burglar  alarms,  picking  up  stray  dogs,  talking  to  newly 
licensed  individuals  about  their  driving,  and  listening  to  citizen  concerns. 

There  were  several  traffic  accidents.  If  you  do  drive  at  night  watch  for  moose  and 
drive  at  a  speed  that  recognizes  this  hazard.  I'm  sure  at  one  time  or  another  we  all  drive 
faster  than  we  should  along  Route  116.  Recently,  a  resident's  dog  was  hit  and  killed;  it 
could  have  been  a  child,  bicyclist,  or  pedestrian.  Please  watch  your  speed  and  stay  alert; 
accidents  occur  without  warning  and  the  results  can  be  tragic. 

During  the  year,  I  responded  to  thirty-two  calls  for  service;  I  also  attended  training 
sessions  at  Police  Standards  and  Training  and  was  recertified  for  day  and  night  firing  on 
the  9mm  semi-automatic  pistol  and  shotgun.  In  addition,  the  Department  upgraded  some 
of  its  equipment  during  the  year. 

If  my  schedule  permits  during  the  coming  summer,  I  hope  to  visit  some  of  the 
homes  in  Easton  and  talk  with  you;  I've  found  this  very  beneficial  in  the  past. 

Contrary  to  surrounding  towns,  there  were  no  burglaries  in  Easton  during  2000;  I 
credit  this  to  the  fact  that  you  keep  a  close  watch  on  your  neighbor's  and  fellow  resident's 
property. 

In  closing,  I'd  Uke  to  thank  you  for  the  trust  and  confidence  you've  placed  in  me.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  considered  a  variety  of  issues  this  year.  Not  surprisingly,  most 
of  our  attention  was  directed  towards  the  Zoning  Ordinances,  since  it  is  our  business  to  be 
sure  they  represent  the  wishes  of  the  Town. 

We  placed  two  Zoning  Amendments  on  the  March  ballot,  both  of  which  were 
accepted  by  the  voters.  These  were  "housekeeping"  amendments. 

We  held  hearings  in  May  on  an  application  for  an  excavation  permit,  but  ultimately 
directed  the  applicants  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  because  the  proposed  site  was 
in  the  Aquifer  Protection  District,  and  therefore  fell  under  ZB  A  jurisdiction. 

In  response  to  resident  input,  we  proposed  a  Zoning  Amendment  for  the  2001 
Ballot,  which  in  accordance  with  the  Town's  Master  Plan,  creates  a  Residential  District 
where  commercial  excavation  will  be  not  be  permitted. 

We  also  proposed  an  illumination  amendment  that  controls  direct  glare  from 
exterior  lights.  This  was  in  response  to  resident  concern,  and  to  State  and  National 
discussions  identifying  lighting  as  one  of  the  ways  the  character  of  rural  Towns  can  be 
negatively  impacted  by  growth. 

Some  of  us  attended  U.S.  Forest  Service  planning  meetings,  and  the  Annual  Fall 
Municipal  Law  Lectures.  We  also  had  conversations  with  the  Selectmen  and  State 
Highway  Agent  about  repairs  to  Sugar  Hill  Road 

The  Board  is  aware  of  the  growing  development  pressures  being  felt  in  Town.  We 
plan  to  explore  how  "sprawl"  applies  to  Easton,  and  try  to  determine  how  we  might  avoid 
its  potential  negative  aspects.  We  earnestly  seek  ideas  about  this  from  all  residents. 

We  also  seek  Planning  Board  Alternates.  Some  members  have  served  for  several 
years.  It  would  be  nice  for  other  residents  to  step  forward.  The  Planning  Board  meets 
once  a  month  (currently  the  first  Wednesday).  Alternates  attend  these  meetings  and 
substitute  as  full  voting  members  whenever  a  regular  Board  person  is  absent.  There  is  a 
real  need  for  Alternates;  since  more  often  than  not,  there  is  at  least  one  absence.  Of 
course  all  meetings  are  open,  and  everyone  is  always  welcome  to  come  with  an  opinion, 
or  to  simply  observe  your  Board  as  we  work  to  keep  Easton  as  you  want  it.

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TRI  TOWN  TRANSFER  STATION 

As  you  all  know,  2000  was  a  year  of  transition  for  the  Transfer  Station.  In  order  to 
gain  control  of  solid  waste  disposal  costs  and  to  expand  recycling  opportunities,  a  "Pay 
As  You  Throw"  (PAYT)  system  was  implemented  on  January  1 ''.  Thanks  to  the  support 
and  cooperation  of  our  three  Towns,  our  new  system  is  off  to  an  excellent  start. 

As  hoped,  PAYT  resulted  in  a  reduction  of  material  land  filled,  giving  us  better 
control  over  disposal  costs.  This  reduction  was  even  more  dramatic  than  anticipated.  In 
1999,  we  sent  1,120  tons  of  solid  waste  to  the  landfill  at  a  cost  of  $64,581.  Tonnage  for 
2000  was  470  tons  -  a  58%  reduction  -  and  despite  an  increase  in  disposal  fees,  the 
disposal  cost  for  our  Towns  was  reduced  to  $34,571. 

Our  recycling  program  got  off  to  a  strong  start,  allowing  us  to  market  224  tons  of 
materials.  Revenue  from  recycled  material  went  from  $499  in  1999  to  $11,215  in  2000. 
We  processed  172  bales  of  paper  products  or  1 1 1  tons,  20  bales  or  7  tons  of  plastic,  1.2 
tons  of  aluminum  cans,  5  tons  of  steel  cans,  20  tons  of  scrap  metal  and  79  tons  of  glass. 
Had  we  landfilled,  rather  that  recycled  these  materials,  the  disposal  cost  would  have  been 
$15,617,  making  the  total  value  of  our  recycling  program  $26,832. 

Plans  for  2001  include: 

-The  purchase  of  a  crusher  for  glass  that  will  allow  us  to  turn  glass  into  a  product 
usable  for  roads  and  construction  projects.  More  types  of  glass,  such  as  tableware 
and  ceramics  will  be  recyclable  and  we  will  no  longer  need  to  separate  glass  by 
color. 

-Additional  storage  for  baled  recyclables  and  an  improvement  to  our  loading  dock. 

-In  addition  to  participating  in  the  Annual  Regional  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
collection  (tentatively  set  for  Saturday,  June  2),  we  will  be  collecting  oil-based 
paint  at  our  facility  during  the  summer  months.
